Catholic Convert Are Arranged — 
Protestants Accused Others of Brig- 


Been Denied by Priests — Official 
Promise Made Troubles Will Stop. 


PEKIN, Jan. 12.—Edward T. Williams, the 
Chinese secretary of the American legation, 
has settled the troubles between the Chinese 
Christians belonging to the American board 
of foreign missions and the Roman Cath- 
olics. These disagreements have for some 
time stirred the country of Paotingfu. The 
Protestants claim the Roman Catholics

It is doubtful if the aggressors are Roman 
Catholics, as the priests of that church re- 
fuse to sustain or recognize them. On ap- 
plication of the Protestant missionaries Mr.

The representatives of 
Chicago guaranteed to defray all the legiti- 
mate expenses of the convention up to the 
amount of $45,000, this amount to be placed 
to the credit of a subcommittee appointed by 
the national committee. The subcommtitee 
was given absolute authority to disburse 
these funds. The Chicago delegation stipu- 
‘lated that they should be given 3,000 tickets. 
It was further agreed that the hotel rates in

Ine big hall was made by cutting off the 
northern end of the building in which the 
annual exposition was held and putting in 
its place an oval covered structure that has 
a tloor space that 10 een clear from 
end to end. 

Ine structure cost $180, 000 and has been in 
constant use for horse shows and similar 
tunctions. It is located on Locust street, be- 
tween Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets. 


Building Is Large Enough. 

It is 189 feet wide, 318 feet long, 84 feet high, 
and has a comfortable seating capacity of 
15.000. The hall is covered with a single span 
truss roof, supported by columns near the 
sides. The acoustics are such as to enable 
an ordinary speaker to be heard in all parts 
‘of the hall. 

The democratic national convention will be 
the first convention to be held in the Coll 
seum. The largest gathering in its history 
was in 1900, when Theodore Roosevelt, then 
candidate for vice president, appeared there 
before an audience of 20,000 people. 


Easily. Arranged for Meeting. 

The Coliseum is particularly adapted for 
accommodating the coming convention. The 
arena, with its seating capacity of between 
8,000 and 4,000 persons, will furnish ample 
room for the delegates and alternates. Its 
boxes and lower balconies will seat all visit- 
ors, and the baiconies will be reserved for 
spectators. 

The democratic national convention will 
be the first democratic convention held in 
St. Louis since the nomination of Grover 
Cleveland in 1888 when Allen G. Thurman 
was named for the vice presidential candi- 
date. 

The headquarters of the national committee 
have not been determined upon, but it is said 
to be probable that a large hotel, now hearing 
completion, within one block of the Coliseum, 
will be selected,

REPORT ON ALASKA IS MADE. 


Congressional Committee Declares De- 
velopment of Territory Depends on

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—Senator ial. 
eridge, from the committee on territories, to- 
day presented the report of a subcommittee, 
consisting of Senators Dillingham, Burnham, 
Nelson, and Patterson, which visited Alaska 
during the last summer and made a thorough 
investigation of existing conditions, re- 
sources, and legislative needs of the terri- 
tory. Mr. Beveridge stated that the report 
had been prepared by Senator Dillingham, 
and that it was an exhaustive and complete 
document. 

A statement of receipts ani 
of the general government since Alaska be- 
came part of the United States shows a profit 
to the government of nearly $1,000,000. 

The production of gold in Alaska, with 
some fluctuation, has steadily increased since 
1898, when it amounted to only §2, 547,121. . In 
1902 it reached the sum of $8,845,800. 

Silver has been produced only in limited 
quantities, and other mineral products, while 
reported, have not yet been extensively * 
ploited. The committee says: 

“ The development of Alaska depends more 
on the improvement of transportation’ fa- 
cilities than on any other one instrumentali- 
ty. Substantially everything consumed by 
the people and everything required to carry 
on business must be brought in from the out- 
side. The inactivity of our government is 
manifest.

The committee is of the opinion that 
obligation rests on the United States toe 
a system of wagon roads for the rellef 4 
miners in the ‘Ameriéan territory.

Portland, Ore., Jan. 12.—[ Special. Urne 
big packers ot the country were sharply 
criticised by Prestdent John W. Springer of 
the National Live Stock association in his 
annual address today. 

After reviewing the year. in the live stock 
world and citing the general prosperity of 

the country outside of the Wall street gam- 
blers, he sald: 

We can account for all their bad breaks 
and losses. But why. the producer of meat, 
who feeds the world, should be singled out 
for financial destruction is altogether an- 
other proposition. Here is where the great 
combine called the ‘ packing kings’ comes 
in. We all concede they have made colossal 
fortunes. We know they have convertegthe 
ald, neighborhood slaughter house, with its 


-odors and nuisances, to gigantic abattoirs, 


where the by-products are all saved and 
every ounce of the animal is turned to a 
profit. We producers have paid for the hun- 
dreds of millions now represented by the 
‘ Big. Four,’ so called. We commend their 
success, but we protest against the gigantic 
monopoly they have forced on the people of 
the whole country, both producer and con- 
sumer. We protest against the withdrawal | 
of open competition in each and all of the 
great markets of this country, in the agree- 
ment made every day between the buyers of 
these houses. 
We demand laws which will prevent daily 
meetings of packers and their agents to ar- 
bitrarily fix the prices to be paid on the hoof, 
and Alto on the block. Every stockman in 
this country is-generous and willing to give 
and take, but he certainly objects to giving 
the whole profit of raising and feeding of 
live stock to a merciless aggregation of 
packing house capitalists, who, by their ac- 
tions, want the earth.’ It was these rea-

TIME FOE “THE MANAGERS TO THINK. | 
Deliberate, cautious action on the part of 
the council in dealing with the theater ques- 
tion is not a virtue in the eyes of managers, | 
stage hands, and chorus girls. With them

THE SAFETY OF THEATERS. | 

There is a curious coincidence in the fact 
that almost on the day of the Iroquois fire 
a little book called Theaters, Their Safety 
from Fire and Panic, Their Comfort and 
Healthfulness,” written by William Pau) 
Gerhard, a civil engineer, was issued in 
Boston. In the course of his discussion of 
preventive measures against fires Mr. Ger- 
hard quotes the following from a description 
of a theater fire written by one Dr. 
Brouardel, which fits exactly the case of the 
Iroquois theater fire. If it had been written 
with reference to that horror, it could not 
have been closer in its aupliontion, Dr. 
Brouardel says: 


the Of cases the fire 
stage decorations catching fire, and owing to the 
inflammable nature of the material usually adopt- 
ed for them, large volumes of thick smoke are at 
once generated which contain both carbonic acid 


and carbonic oxide. The flames. the fire gases, 


and the smoke at once jump from the stage Into 
the auditorium, particularly into the upper gal- 
hundreds ot people may be kilied. 13 
When it is remembered that ahnest every 
theater fire has originated on the stage and 
almost every one of them because of the 
flimsy and inflammable material of which 
stage decorations are made, the first qnes- 
tion which suggests itself is how shall the 
ng be prevented from reaching the andi- 
torium before the audience has reached a 
place of safety. Mr. Gerhard answers this 
question, as Tue already has 
answered it. He offers many suggestions, 
but he dwells upon two as absolutely essen- 
tial. ‘The first of these is a fire curtain com- 
pletely to shut off the stage from the house,

| A stage equipped in this manner and care- 
fully watched, combined with a building so 
constructed as to offer the maximum of re- 
sistance to fire and of protection against 
panic, would minimize the danger of such 
a disaster as occurred at the Iroquois. 

As to the other suggestions which Mr. 
Gerhard makes in his book, they are almost 
identically the same as those made by Tun 
Tribune's commission and printed in Tues- 
day’s istue. This shows that experts are 
agreed in all parts of the country as to the 
weak points in theaters and the best manner 

‘of preventing disaster from fire and panic. 
It may not be possible entirely to eradicate 
human carelessness and negligence, and a 
panic might occur in the safest theater, so 
strong is the effect of overmastering fear, 
but the danger of a dreadful calamity would 
be minimized by following the suggestions 
of Tun Trreunn’s experts, which coincide 
with the opinions of all other real experts. 
The ordinance now before the council, to 
be what the people need and are entitled to, 
should embody all the suggestions, 


CLERKS . AND CONGRESSMEN. 

Congressmen are always in favor of eco- 
nomic administration in the abstract. They 
never favor it when it inconveniences a 
friend. That is why Senator Stewart of- 
fered a resolution day before yesterday 
directing the committee on appropriations 
to ascertain how many additional clerks will 
be required in the departments to prevent 
the necessity of making 188 8 ve half an 
hour longer. 

Under a law which ane the hours “a 
labor at seven, the clerks have been working 
from 9 to 4, with half an hour off for lunch. 
Nearly all the departments are asking for 
more clerks. If their requests were granted 
several million dollars would be added to 
the pay roll. It was suggested to the presi- 
dent that if the clerks were made to stay 
till 4:30, and work seven hours instead of 
six and a half, no new clerks would be 
needed. In the interests oF economy he 
gave the order. 

The averatze 1 clerk does not 
lead a laborious life. A few are steady 
and rapid workers, The great majority 
dawdle through their work. They have a 
month’s lea ve of absence and a month's sick 
leave, both with pay. Yet the drones in the 
government hive are buzzing furiously at 
being required to spend seven full hours at 
their desks. They intimate that no more 
work will be got out of them by making 
them stay half an hour longer. They do 
not resign, but they appeal to their con- 
gressmen for relief. Senator Stewart is 

e first man to come to their rescue, but he 
will not be the last to endeavor to oblige 
his friends at the expense of the govern- 
ment. Senators and representatives who 
have constituents in the departments will 
agree that the taxpayers ought to pay a 
few million dollars a yeat more for addi- 
inconvenience 
| those now in office by making them play at 
working half an hour longer. It would com- 
pel them to change their dinner hours. It 
would interfere with their recreations and

 VAGRANGY LAWS. 

The laws which recently have been passed 
in Georgia and Alabama for the suppression 
of the tramp and vagrant negro evil are 
said to be working admirably, although they 
have been in operation but a short time. 
Under their operation if a vagrant black or 
white does not choose to work and deliber- 
ately remains idle, the state finds something 
for him to do on the public roads or else- 
where, and not only finds the work for him 
but makes him do it, which, of course, is 
for his benefit, as it keeps him out of mis- 
chief, and is of benefit to the general public, 

which otherwise would be the victim: or 
would have to support him. The president 
of the Seaboard Air Line railroad says in 
the New Orleans Times-Democrat that the 
laws “ are rapidly eliminating the idle negro 
and converting bim into a useful member 
of society.”

At the same time 
that hands were needed, thousands of ne- 
groes were idling around the towns, living 
off the cooks and washerwomen, or trusting 
to the snatching of pocketbooks, sneak 
thieving, and petty bow 


ends meet.“ 


If the Georgia and ate 
enforced impartially and honestly they are 
unobjectionable. The danger lies in their 
being used as other laws have been, in an 
attempt to reduce the negroes to a state of 
peonage—to substitute forced work for free 
work. There are white loafers and vag- 
rants at the south, but one hears nothing of 
their being compelled to labor. It will be 
necessary to watch the operation of the 
vagrancy laws awhile before ann 
final judgment on them. 

It would be interesting to see yagrancy 
laws tried on southern vagrant whites, for, 
if the effect were salutary, northern states 
might copy them and attempt to reform the 
tramps, who are determined to live without 
working, and consequently often become 
criminals. No man is in mischief when he 
is at work. It is only the idle hands that 
Satan finds the mischief for. How much 
better off we should be if we had laws by 
which the armx of tranips, and vagrants, 
and loafers in this city could be made to go 
to work for the public benefit! The yolume 
of crime would be largély decreased, the 
whole community would be safer, and the 
city would be saved the heavy bill it now 
has to way on account of these ese pests.

If, therefore, Americans are willing to 
pay this token of respect to kings, emperors, 
and presidents of the republics in Europe, 
it is dificult to see why they should with- 
hold it from their own chief magistrate,

In England every end is bared when the 
king drives by, and the emperors of Ger- 
many and of Austria, as well as the czar 
of Russia, the king of Denmark, and 
of course, Queen Wilhelmina of Holland, are 
treated with a similar demonstration of 
deference by their fellow citizens. 

However, in Italy, in Spain, in apace a 
and in France men are less courteous in 
particular. At Rome, for instance, many * 
the members of the so-called black no- 
bility," who profess to regard the king of 
Italy as a usurper, decline to accord him 
any recognition whatsoever when they meet 
him out driving and riding. : 

It used to be a familiar but a displeasing 
spectacle to watch the late King Humbert 
when driving his phaeton in the afternoon on 


the Pincio, or in the gardens of the Villa 


Borghese, practically courting and invit- 
ing’ salutes which were seldom accorded by 
the passers-by, Indeed, it often happened 
that he found himself giving bows that were 
not returned. 

— 

In Spain there is a similar tendency to 
manifest not merely indifference but down- 
right discourtesy to the reigning house, and 
any foreigner who has happened to be at 
Madrid on a Saturday during the season, 
either during the late or the present reign, 
will recall the fact that when the royal 
cortége passed across the Puerta del Sol 
on its way from the palace to the church of 
the Attoccha not a hat would be doffed 
by the people on the square unless here and 
there by a stranger or by a courtier, al- 
though the king would drive by bareheaded 
in token of salutation to his people. 

— 

In France, a land famed like Spain for 
its courtesy, the presidents, while respect- 
fully greeted by the middle classes and by 
the masses, are “cyt im the streets by 
those smart people who imagine that they 
are thereby furthering the cause of one or 
another of the monarchical pretenders, and 
are identifying themselves with the old 
aristocracy. 

It may be mentioned, however, that the 
best members of the latter, though thor- 
oughgoing royalists, do not hesitate to bow 
to the “chef d'etat,“ even though he be 
not their choice as such. They are mostly 
French gentlemen of the old school, or else 
young men who have been brought up in 
the principles and to the ethics thereof, and 
who realize that an affront addressed by a 
foreign country to the president would be 
an insult addressed to the nation of which 
he is the duly elected chief magistrate, and 
that if they do not show him the proper 
amount of respect themselves, and if they 
insult him by their rudeness, they cannot 
expect foreign nations to treat with due 
regard either him or the country which he 
represents—namely: 


The duke of Norfotk’s impending marriage

The impression seems to prevail that Inas- 
much as the lord highchancellor of England, 
the lord chancellor of Ireland, the lord presi- 
dent of the privy council, and the lord privy 
seal, all owtrank the earl marshal, who is 
the duke of Norfolk, their wives will in con- 
sequence thereof enjoy the pas of his 
Cuchess. | 


— 

This is, however, not the case, for the offi- 
cial rules of precedence expressly state that 
the “ wives of great officers of state, and of 
all those who derive from office their places 


on the table of precedence, have no share to 


the precedence of their husbands.” 

That Is to say, the wives of the lords chan- 
cellor of England and of Ireland, and of the 
lord president of the privy council, have no 
official precedence. Neither, for the matter 
of that, has Lady Curzon, except that which 
she enjoyed as a peeress of the realm. in 
fact, the precedence accorded to the. wives 
of viceroys and of colonial governors is 
merely a matter of courtesy, differing in this 
respect from the precedence of ambassa- 
dresses, which is established by law. 

On the other hand, a woman marrying a 
peer of the realm immediately acquires the 
precedence of her husband, which she shares 
by virtue of statute, ‘and inasmuch as the 
duke of Norfolk is not only premier duke 
but likewise premier peer of the British 
realm, his duchess will, by virtue of ner 
marriage, become the premier peeress of the 
united kingdom, and as such outrank every 
other woman in England, with the exception 
of the ladies of the reigning house. The 
duchess of Somerset has occupied this posi- 
tion during the widowhood of the duke of 
Norfolk, but will now be obliged to relin- 
quish it.

Sir Edmund owes his wéalth to the 
marriage of his great grandfather, Sir An- 
thony Lechmere, to the daughter and heiress 
of Joseph Berwick, the rich Worcester banker 
of the days of the regency. Sir Edmund's 
mother, a Yorkshire lady, took a prominent 
part in her husband’s relief work in the 
Turko-Russian war of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, and while there became so much 


interested in the Greek church that ehe ulti- 


mately allowed herself to be converted 
thereto—a rare case, I believe. Indeed 1 
know of no other Instance of any English 
people becoming converts to the Greek 
church, although the latter has so much 
that is in common with the Established 
Church of England.

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LESSON NO. 140—Pasteurigation of Milk. 


E have given several articles 
general care of milk, ahd now we 
give the practical @irection for the 
pasteurization of milk for infants 
and invalids, and wherever there is 
any doubt of the purity of milk. These di 
rections are taken from the circular printed 
by the department of agriculture. As the 
bacteria whieh work in the souring of milk . 
increase most in hot weather, this will be 
valuable in summer, or when it is difficult to 


on the 


keép milk cool. 


The pasteurization of milk for children, 


nom quite extensively practiced in order to 
destroy the injurious germs which it may 


contain, can be satisfagtorily accomplished 
with simple apparatus. The vessel contain- 
ing the milk, whith may be the bottle from 
which it is to be used or any other suitable 
vessel, is placed inside of a larger vessel of 
metal which contains water. If a bottle, it 
is plugged with absorbent cotton, if this is 
at hand, or in its absence other clean cotton 
will answer, A small fruit jar loosely cov- 
ered may be used instead of a bottle. The re- 
quirements are simply that the interior ves- 
sel shall be raised about half an inch above 
the bottom of the other, and that the water 
oak reach nearly or quite as high as the 
The apparatus is then heated on a range or 
stove until the water reaches a temperature 
of 155 degrees Fahrenheit, when it is remove 
from the heat and kept tightly covered f 
half an hour. The milk is rapidly 
without removing it from its containers and 
kept in a cool place. It may be used any time 
within twenty-four hours. A temperature of 
150 degrees maintained for half an hour is 
sufficient to destroy any germs likely to be 
present in the milk in cold weather, or when 
it is known that the milk reaches the con 


| 


sumer soon after milking, and it is generally 
safe to adopt this limit. If is found in prad- 
tice that raising the temperature to 155 d 


* 
grees and then allowing the milk to stand 


in the heated water for half an hour insures 
the proper temperature for the required time. 
It the temperature is raised above 155 de- 
grees the taste and quality of the milk will be 
affected. 
Inasmuch as the milk furnished to con- 
sumers in large cities in summer contains at 
the time of delivery an immense number of 
miscellaneous bacteria, this procedure may 
not fully meet the requirementé during hot 
weather, not only because such milk will not 


“remain sweet for twenty-four hours unless 


kept In a good refrigerator but also because 
the bacteria not destroyed by the heating 
may at times produce digestive disturbances 
in the young. Under such cifeumstances 
it is best to keep the bottles in the water until 
it boils or to use one of the many steamers 
now on the market. After the bottles have 
been kept at the boiling point for three to 
five minutes-—or longer if they are large— 
they should be oooled as promptly as possi- 
ble and kept in a refrigerator until used. 
The simplest plan is to take a tin pail and 
invert a perforated tin pie plate in the bot- 
„ or have made for it a removable false 
bottom perforated with holes and having 
legs half an inch high to allow circulation of 
the water. The milk bottle is set on this false 
bottom, and sufficient water is put into the 
pail to reach the level of the surface of the 
milk in the bottle. A hole may be punched in 
the cover of the pail, a cork inserted, and a 
chemical thermometer put through the cork, 
so that the bulb dips into the water. The 
temperature can thus be watched without 
removing the cover. If preferred, an ordi- 
nary dairy thermometer may be used and 
the temperature read from time te time by re- 


moving the lid. This is easily arranged, and | 


is just as satisfactory as the patented ap- 
paratus sold for the same purpose. Before 


nn using the dairy thermometer it is best to have 


it tested, as it may be unreliable in the upper 
parts of the scale.

“Mr. Stewart should have made inquiries 
as to the standing of the teams which he 
played and the local five would not be in 
trouble. The only way for the team to get 
back to good standing is to. make applica- 
tion to the registration board, and that body 
will decide upon the case. Im the meantime 
the team js barred from competition. I can- 
not find in the records that the Michigan 
team has ever been sanctioned.”’

The largest trust company has 
always been able to make 6 per cent loans 
when other state institutions were granting 
a lower rate. It has been the policy of this 
bank to make loans freely at times when 
other banks have not felt inclined to do so, 
In this way it has customers who pay the 
6 per cent rate as a species of insurance, 
knowing that they can be accommoda ted 
there in times when accommodation would 


. be difficult elsewhere. 


The local demand for money is irregular, 
and the money market cannot be quoted 
from the business of any one or two inatitu- 
tions. Not only do the trust companies and 
the national banks have a different line of 
patrons, but the new banks have introduced 
another element into the money market, 
which makes it possible to find three differ 
ent rates in the same market, | 


Secretary Shaw Changes Attitude. 

In a circular issued by the National City 
bank there appear several paragraphs which 
may be accepted as significant because of the 
understood friendly relation existing between 
the treasury department at Washington and 
some of the officials of the bank. In noting 
that the applications to decrease circulation 
in December were up to the limit of $8,000,000, 
the circular adds: 

„ Applications are already in the hands 
of the controller to an amount which indi- 
cates t the limit will also be quickly 
reached inVanuary. The disposition of the 
secretary of the treasury to induce banks to 
increase circulation is now understood to 
have changed. Banks will probably find 
during the first six months of the year en- 
couragement at the treasury if they are dis- 
posed to reduce circulation, the theory heing 
that efforts should be made to stimulate ex- 
pansion in the fall months, and in order to 
best accomplish that there should be con- 
traction in the first halt of the year.“ 


Public Deposits. 


In another part ef the circular appears 
the following: 

„ The outlook for increasing public de- 
posits is not favorable. While the govern- 
ment accounts for December resulted in a 
substantial surplus of $10,499,000, as against 
$10,619,000 for the corresponding month last 
year, the good showing for the month was 
wholly attributable to a sharp decrease in 
expenditures, the income being $4,404,000 less 
than for the corresponding month of the 
previous year. More important than the 
unfavorable figures of government receipts 
and expenditures in their bearing on the 
amount of government funds deposited in 
national banks is the progress made in Wash- 
ington toward the conclusion of a treaty 
with the new republic of Panama and the 
approach of the time. when $40,000,000 must 
be paid to the representatives of the Panama 
Canal company security holders and $10,- 
000,000 to the Panama government. he 
present indications are that this money will 


be paid within three or four. months, pos 


sibly at an earlier date, and # seems prob- 
able that while the secre of the treas- 
ury will undoubtedly ende to provide 
for this payment as largely as possible out 
of funds in the treasury, depositary banks 
will be called upon, for some 1 of it, 
perhaps $10,000,000 to $20,000,000." 


North Chicago Earning 3.88 Per Cent. 


Directors of the North Chicago Street rail- 
road company have recommended to Judge 


, Grosscup the payment of a dividend of 1% 


per cent, out of earnings for the quarter end- 
ed Nov. 80, 1903, It appears that earnings 
for that period were, without allowing any- 
thing for depreciation, about $77.000. Since 
the 20,000 shares, or $2,000,000 stock, of North 
Chicago Street railroad owned by the Union 
Traction company do not bear dividends 
under the present arrangement, there is left 
outstanding $5,920,000, and on this amount 
the 1% per cent dividend requires $74,000, 
leaving $3,000. 

Highly suggestive are the net earnings for 
the quarter mentioned. These are at the rate 
of only 3.88 per cent per annum on the total 
capitalization. When it is recalled how long 
North Chicago paid 12 per cent, and that the 
Union Traction guaranteed to continue this 
rate, it can be seen in what a poor way the 
property now is. Earning less than 4 per 
cent per annum, with a bankrupt corpora- 
tion guaranteeing 12, North Chicago Street 
railroad and Chicago Union Traction share- 
holders must either willingly or unwillingly 
face a proposition about which there is noth- 
ing attractive. 


Among the Banks. | 
Deposits of the Union Trust company were | 


yesterday something over $8,412,000, being 


the highest in the history of the bank. Dur- | 


ing 1908 it gained about $1,200,000, the 
growth for the year being around 17 per 
cent. The directors, out of earnings of the 
last half of 1908, added $50,000 to the surplus, 
making $100,000 added to that account In the 
year.

Circuit Court Jenkins, Grom is 


NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GOULD INTERESTS PREPARING A 
| CONSOLIDATION PLAN. 


Scheme Is to Combine the Roads in the 
Central States and Pennsylvania 
First—Second Group to Be Formed 

later—Report Has It That H. 8. 
Burt Will Be President of the Grand 
Trank’s New Transcontinental Lise 
—General Transportation Notes. 


The Gould interests are getting ready for 
the consolidation of the eastern lines they 
control into convenient groups. Arrange- 
ments incidental to taking over the Pitts- 
burg, Carnegie and Western are said to have 
been completed. It is understood that the 
plans involve the issuance of new securities 
and a closer unification of the finances of 
the Gould roads between Pittsburg, Chicago, 
and St. Louis. The Pittsburg, Carnegie and 
Western will be placed under the direction 
of the Wabash, together with the Wheeling 
and Lake rte, and probably the Ann Arbor. 
This scheme does no involve, however, the 
unification of the entire Gould system, hav- 
ing in view merely the consolidation of tne 
Gould property in the central states and 
Pennsylvania. With the completion of the 
Pittsburg-Baltimore line, it is expected that 
a similar deal will bring the Western Mary- 
land, the Virginia Central, the Little Kan- 
awha, with the new lines projected directly 
by the Wabash, into one eastern group. 

Nothing will be done regarding the pro- 
posed combination of Gould’s western lines 
until after the Supreme court has announced 
its decision in the Northern Securities case. 
Should the decision be in favor of Mr. Hall, 
a similar corporation is to be formed to take 
in all the Gould Mnes. This will mean a 
united system of 10,000 miles of road, run- 
ning through the richest portion of the coun- 
try. When completed it will reach across the 
country, although the stretch from Salt 
Lake City to San Francisco will be over Har- 
riman’s Southern Pacific. The total capital- 
ization of the Gould roads is $416.285,900, 
and the bonded indebtedness $430,703,620. 


Position for H. G. Burt. 

It is reported that Horace G. Burt, late 
president of the Union Pacific, has been of- 
fered the presidency of the new railroad 
which the nd Trunk intends to construct 
from coast to coast—the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific—and that he ig likely to accept it. Mr. 
Burt refuses to affirm or deny the rumor. 

Railroad officials say plans were completed 
some time ago for Mr. Burt, after his re- 
turn next fall from Europe, to take charge 
of the new road, on which the construction 
is to commence in the spring. Mr. Hays, 
the vice president and chief executive officer 
ot the Grand Trunk railway, had the same 
trouble with B. H. Harrinfan that Mr. Burt 
had. When Mr. Hays, as president of the 
Southern Pacific, tired of the high handed? 
interference of his chief, he went back to 
the Grand Trunk, where he came from. 
Friends of Mr. Burt point out that his great 
experience in railroad construction particu- 
larly qualifies him for the new position. 


Omaha Sues the Northwestern. 

A suit has been filed in the federal court 
at Omaha by the Omaha Grain Exchange 
against the Chicago and Northwestern to 
force that road so to adjust its rates as to 
avoid discriminating against Omaha as a 
grain market. The cause for the filing of 
the suit was the issuance by the North- 


rates from Nebraska points to Chicago 2 


and between Omaha and Chicago. , 

The petition alleges that in various ways 
Omaha has been discriminated againstin the 
matter of grain rates as far back as 1585, 
and prays the court to issue a decree de- 
claring the rates recently adopted by the 
Northwestern unlawful. President Stickney 
of the Chicago Great Western, whose action 
in making low proportional rates on ggaia 
from Omaha to Chicago and St. Paul was 
mainly responsible for the Northwestern's 
action, is said to be an interested party in 
the suit. 

General Railway Notes. 

The Rock Island and Southern Pacffic are 
said to have reached an agreement for the 
construction of a causeway 500 feet wide, 
with concrete retaining wall, from the main 
land across the bay to Galveston, the cost of 
which is to be divided between them. The 
construction of this causeway will insure 
Galveston against the danger of another 
flood. The cost of the improvement will ex 
ceed $1,000,000. 

An order has been received by the Illinois 
Steel company from the Canadian Northern 
railroad for 25,000 tons of steel rails, to be 
delivered this year. The price was $26 4 
ton delivered at Port Arthur,

URGES INSURANCE INQUIRY. 


Governor of Iowa in His Message Says 
Former Auditor’s Department 
Needs Looking Into. | 


Cummins, at the request of both houses of 
the general assembly, read his biennial 
message before the joint convention of the 
ae: houses this afternoon. 

he governor said on the subject of insur- 
ance: 

I am led to comment upon this subject with un- 
usual emphasis on account of some matters which 
occurred during the four years in which Frank F. 
Merriam was the auditor of state. Towards the 
close of his last term it was charged by various 
foreign insurance companies that he, together with 
his insurance examiner, Mr. Max Bechler, had 
made, or pretended to make, a large number of ex- 
aminations which were without authority of the 
exe®utive counci!, and for which fees and dieburse- 
ments were exacted grossly in excess of fair com- 

tion and reimbursements for the examina- 
tions made and the expense incurred. 

The records of the executive council dd not dis- 
close any authority for such examinations. When 
Mr. Merriam’s attention was called to the matter 
he said the members of the executive council had 
given him oral authority, and his recollection in 
this respect was verified by letters from former 
members. As governor of the state [I then made 
examination of his office, for the purpose of aacer- 
taining what companies had been examined and 
what fees and disbursements had been charged. 
I at once discovered that the books of the auditor's 
office did not show what examinations had Been 
made, or what had been charged for them, or, in- 
deed, anything with respect to the subject. 

The omly papers that could be found relating to 
the examinations under consideration were some 
reports of examinations. lu this situation the 
auditor was asked, under the advice of the attor- 
ney general, to complete his books in this respect 
so that we might know what had been done and 
what money had been collected. The term ex- 
pired and Mr. Merriam left the office without com- 
giving with this request. The present auditor, Mr.
